Yin Kow, March 19.— Via Tien 
Tisn.— Several hundred soldiers ar- 
rive here daily. Ten light field gnns 
are now at the Rossi.ni railway sta- 
tion and nineteen Boa hav. been add- 
ed to tbe batteries of the forts at the 
riv. r mouth. There ate fifteen hun- 
dred soldicrH now ben and one thous- 
and are eip>« ted to arrive today.

VLADIVOSTOK SQUADRON AT

"I l. arn from h sore souroe that the 
Russian Vladivostok squadron haa 
left port. The offloials absolutely re- 
fuse to discuss the destination of the 
-.inadron. Seventy two hour* have 
passed since the ships left Vladivos- 
tok."

Mr. Jobn Patrick, a veteran and 
Well known aubmarine diver.died late 
fx - t< rday afternoon at hia home, 
1217 South Fifth street, of pneumo- 
nia. He had been ill abont ten .lays. 

Mr. Patrick was past 70 yeare of 
age, although ho looked >iuoh young- 
er and was perfootly vigorona until 
his hist illness. He was born in Nash- 
ville, Tenn. , but came to Paducah when 
quite young and had lived here eNer 
since. 

He waa usually expert in hia pro- 
fession, and waa mnoh sought after 
river disasters, to recover the bodies 
of the drowned. He waa nnti ring in 
Ins efforts to relieve, aa 'mnoh a» pot 
sible, the distress of t tho»e who had 
lost loved ones, by restoring their re- 
mains, and set no price upon his la- 
bors. He was especially idlitinguish- 
ed for hia heroism in tbe Golconda 
horror/when so many [people loat 
their lives, off Cotton Wood bar, near 
this city, nearly three years ago. 

He made n great deal of money and 
might have bten in independent cir 
cumstancos, but he was ever respon- 
sive to the needs of those loss fortu- 
nate than be, and spent a great deal 
in helping tbe unfortunate. He was 
generous, big nenrted and widely be- 
loved and this ia hia monument. 

He might have been mote affluent 
in a wo|ldly way ;had he been more 
provident and lesa generous, but after 
all, be bns hia reward. 

Ho left a wife, who is at the point 
of death from the same l linens of 
which he died and two daughters, Mrs. 
Belle Beth. l and Mrs. Joe Farris, 
both of this city. 

The funeral took place from the 
Third street Methodist church at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. The aervice 
was conducted by Rev. W. P. Hamil- 
ton and jhe interment waa at Oak 
Grove. 

Bessie, tbe little daughter of Mr. 
R. A. Watkins. died at the 
of her parents, 412 Elizabeth 
street, of measles, at 8:15 o'clock laat 
night. Sho had been ill eight days. 

She was five yean of age and a 
bright, sweet child. Her loss is a sad 
one to her mother and father and her 
brothers and sisters.
